GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Shenandoah Nurseries were established in 1870 and are still under the 
same management. Our plant consists of over six hundred acres, and all up-to- 
date equipment necessary for the proper and rapid handling of Nursery Stock. 

Location—Are located in Southwestern lowa fifty miles south-east of Omaha, 
Nebr., and seventy miles north-west of St. Joseph, Mo., 

Packing Season—With the exception of Evergreens, Black Raspberries, and 
some heavy shade trees, we are in position to ship assorted orders all through the 
winter and can, as a rule, get refrigerator service although we do not guarantee 
this. Can generally begin digging about March 10th, although some seasons not 
until later. 

Railroad Facilities—We have the C. B. & Q., Wabash, and Keokuk & 
Western Railroads and have low freight rates with direct lines to Chicago, Denver, 
Kansas City, Minneapolis, Omaha, St. Louis, St. Joseph and other Central points. 


Express Companies—The Adams and Wells-Fargo give good service.

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ROOT GRAFTS 


We are now in the midst of our winter grafting, and were never in better position to 
handle orders promptly and in a careful pains-taking manner. We use good strong 
seedlings, grown from French crab seed, and a great many scions cut 
from young orchard trees. 


Our grafts are wrapped with waxed thread specially prepared for this purpose, and are 
tied one hundred in a bunch, properly labeled and packed in a frost proof cellar to cal- 
lous. Each order is grafted by itself and packed separately until shipped. They are re- 
packed and inspected several times during the winter so they are in the best of condition 
at shipping time. 

It is very important that orders be placed early. We canthen give them 
closer attention and supply a larger list of varieties than later in the season. Our yraft- . 
ing season begins about the first of January, and continues throughout the winter. 


Grafts should be planted out early in the spring in well prepared 
ground. In our own plantings we set them about eight inches apart in the row, mak- 
ing the rows three feet, six inches wide. It is very essential that the earth be well press- 
ed around them. 


As our grafts are put up in bunches of one hundred, do not order a less amount of 
any one variety. We will be glad to mail samples upon request.
